Bbanghsi, January 18, 1916, 
Ssn,—The Committee and the 
Foreign Women's Héine desire to put 
the following points before you for your 
consideration :— 


(a) Fn 1910 it was decided by a few 
Shanghai ladies to open a Home, to be 
known s¢ the “Foreign Wome 
Home” for the purpoee of providing « 
refuge for destitute European and 
American women. These ladies hoped 
‘by means of the Home to be able to 
find employment for, snd othernity to 
aid, respectable women, and to afford 
every possible assistance to women 
‘anxious to give mpay vicious life, to regain 
self-respect and lesd nsctal lives. 
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(4) The Home was inaugurated, and 
has so far been run, withoat appeal to 
the ratepayers, but its gradually 
increasing work has not been accom- 
panied by increaced subscriptions, nor| 
does the Committee see any possibility, 
with the numerous calls upon charity at 
this time, of the work continuing to be 
carried on without assistance from the 
rates. 

(c) Our experience daring the past 
six years has convinced us of the absolute 
need of such an institation as the Home, 
and it will at once be recognised as a 
work carried on in the interests of the 
Community. 

(d) It will be seen from the accom- 
panying record of some of the cases 
dealt with that in maoy instances the 
‘mental and moral condition of the indivi- 
duals concerned necessitate special care, 
and it is advisable io the interests of the 
work as a whole that they should have 
accommodation separate from other 
inmates of the Home. This has long 
been recognised as desirable, and recent, 
experience has made this so, arate 
‘accommodation imperative. 

(c) Besides much valuable voluntary 
help the Committee have the services «f 
two exprrienced resident workers, The 
necessary extension of the work also 
‘entails further expense in rexpect of rent, 

(/) Taking all these considerations 
into review the Committee of the 
“Foreign Women's Home” respectfully 
submit to the Munici;al Council that « 
grant of Tele 3,000 per annum be 
granted from the rates to enable the 
work to boeffectively carried on, if the 
Council see fit to make this grant, the 
Committee would undertake to make 
uch extensionof the work as to rati-fac- 
torily deal with the problem mentivned 
in paragraph (d). 

(2) We append a list of sigoatures of 
medical men and others ettle- 
ment whobave expressed their conviction 
of the need of the work, and their 
rilingnen to support she Committee's | 
tion, It will also be seen that 
pr Charity Organisation Committee 
ave expressed their entire sympathy 
with, and willingness to support, our 
application for assistance from the 
rates.
